— C T P )— N ew 
Y ork’s most gigantic g ra ft scandal 
of recent years — the $30,OOO.ODO 
Queen sewer co .se— Roes to trial to­ 
day ufter a year of sensational de­ 
velopment*. 
In the antiquated Queens county 
courtroom at !,ong Island City where 
R u th Snyder and Judd Gray heard 
th e death sentence, former Borough 
President M aurice E. Connolly and 
F rederick B. Seeley, his engineer In 
ch arg e of sewer design, will face a 
special " b lu e ribbon" jury. 
They 
are charged with conspiracy to de­ 
fraud th ousands of taxpayers in a 
huge sewer construction program in ­ 
volving more th a n $29.Boo,otto. 
It was last October that a handful 
of Queens taxpayers fired the open­ 
ing shot in the latest adm in istra tiv e 
battle. 
They 
protested 
b itterly 
against 
a 
$11,000,009 
assessment 
which had been levied 
on 
75,000 
home owners in the borough to con­ 
struct a 40-mile d rainage system. 
Civic leaders charged ihat 
more 
than a fourth of this sum was a di­ 
rect "steal." 
Governor Smith ordered an inves­ 
tigation of 
th e charges. 
There be­ 
gan a long inquiry and m o unta inous 
troubles for everyone. 
First, 
all 
prospective 
witnesses 
appeared to have fled en masse from 
the city. 
Notable am ong them was 
J ohn M. Phillips, so-called "Sewer 
Pipe Czar," and pol It lea I power In 
Queenshorough. 
A special legislative measure, fix­ 
ing $100,000 fines for those who per­ 
sistently refused to lie 
subpoenaed, 
brought most of the 
missing 
w it­ 
nesses back to the city. 
But not 
"G en tlem an Jack " Phillips, the key 
witness. 
He died unexpectedly In a 
cottage at Atlantic City. 
Connolly engaged Max Steuer, n a ­ 
tionally known trial lawyer, to de­ 
fend him. hut finally former United 
States District Attorney Emory Buck­ 
ner won indictments 
against 
Con­ 
nolly 
and 
Seeley 
on 
conspiracy 
charges. 
Three weeks ago th e body of Wil­ 
liam Ij. D’Oller, scheduled to he one 
of the most important state witnesses 
In the trial, was found on a lonely 
road between two Queens cemeteries. 
He had been shot, and police called 
it suicide. 
Besides Buckner and Steuer. sev­ 
eral o th e r celebrated 
legal experts 
are arrayed against each other in 
th e trial. 
Dana 
Wallace, former 
district atto rn ey of Queens, who fig­ 
ured in th e Snyder-Gray case, will 
defend Seeley. 
More th a n a hundred 
witnesses 
have been called.

W it hin five years a community, large or small, without its 
own aviation field is likely to discover itself as much of a back­ 
woods anomaly as a community would be now without a public 
garage, says the Scientific American.

If the future may be judged by the past, 
airplanes will increase in geometric ratio and nobody knows at 
what rate. 
It will not be as high as the rate of automobile in­ 
crease from the year 1900 on, but it will be high. 
If these suggestions are true, what would a wide-awake small 
community do? 
One way to handle the matter would be to wait 
until the air is full of planes. Many communities will do that. A 
few, however, will take care of future needs before they arise, and 
w ith scientific care and system. Those communities which do this 
are more than likely to profit later on in more ways than they can 
think of at present.

Every evidence points toward a sudden expansion of civil 
aviation pivoting on a notable aviation year 1928 when civil avia­ 
tion received a fresh impulse and took on a new scale of import­ 
ance. 
We now have 5000 civil planes. 
There was a time when we,| 
thought 5000 automobiles a large number. 
Here is food for 
thought. - What will be the corresponding figure next year; and 
the next; and the next? If the future may be judged by the past, 
airplanes will increase in geometric ratio and nobody knows at 
what rate. 
It will not be as high as the rate of automobile in­ 
crease from the year 1900 on, but it will be high. 
If these suggestions are true, what would a wide-awake small 
community do? 
One way to handle the matter would be to wait 
until the air is full of planes. Many communities will do that. A 
few, however, will take care of future needs before they arise, and 
with scientific care and system. Those communities which do this 
are more than likely to profit later on in more ways than they can 
think of at present.

Clergy and Laymen Sessions of Epis­ 
copal Church Lasted 
Five Days 


HELD AT PARKERVILLE 


Bishop G. G. Bennett of Duluth Pre­ 
sided at AU Sessions 
Held 
The first fall conferences to he 
held for the clergy and laymen of 
the diocese of D uluth of the P ro te st­ 
a n t Episcopal 
church, which com­ 
prises th e northern p a rt of the state 
of Minnesota, concluded 
their ses­ 
sions Sunday afternoon. 
This was 
the end of five days of conference 
w ith Bishop Bennett of Duluth as 
the leader through the entire time. 
T h e conference of th e clergy of th e 
diocese opened the five days session 
last Wednesday afternoon and elated 
Frid ay afternoon. 
The laymen of 
the diocese began to arrive Friday 
afternoon, 
immediately 
upon 
the 
clergy leaving, and remained In ses­ 
sion until Sunday afternoon. 
All of the conferences were held 
at Parkerville, In the summer resort 
of 
Mrs. 
F. 
S. 
P ark er 
on 
N o rm 
Long Lake, about eight miles north 
of Brainerd on the Merrifield road. 
The program of the conferences 
followed a definite program which 
began each day with a service of thy 
Holy Communion at 7:3 0 o'clbck in 
the morning. 
This was followed by 
breakfast at 8:30 o ’clock. 
The con­ 
ference hours in the mornin g were 
from 9:30 to 12 o ’clock noon, w ith 
luncheon at 12:30 o ’clock. 
In the 
afternoons a round table discussion 
was held from 2:30 to 4:30 o’clock. 
The. 
recraetional 
period 
was from 
4:30 to 6:30 o’clock, during which 
time m any games were indulged in 
as well as fishing and some huntin g . 
Dinner was served at 6:30 o'clock 
with a closing conference from 8 u n ­ 
til 9 o’clock, followed by a devotional 
h o u r and compline. 
All of th e services and devotional 
periods were conducted by Bishop G. 
G. Bennett who also presided over 
the round table discussions as well 
as led the conferences. 
The servicer, 
cc nferences and round table discus­ 
sions were a1! held In the sum m er 
home of Mr. and Mrs. R. T. C a m p­ 
bell, where the large living room had 
-been transformed into an improvised 
chapel seating 50, w ith a temporary 
altar. 
The spacious living room in 
the sum m er home cf Mrs. F. S. P a r k ­ 
er was used for a lounge and recrea­ 
tional purposes, while all meals wert* 
served in the large d in in g room of 
Mrs. P a r k e r ’s cottage also. 
All of 
the cottages were used for lodging 
accomodations 
which 
accomodated 
50. 
This was the first conference ever 
held in this district or the diocese 
of Duluth where there was an attend- 
anec of a hundred per cent of the 
clergy. 
W ith the late arrivals of a 
number of 
the ministers, detained 
because of funerals and weddings,

Thursday afternoon. 
All of th e subject m a tte r of the 
conferences and round table sessions 
as well as the intercessions at all of

individual parish, the diocese as th** 
u n it above the parish, th e church In 
the entire United States and lastly,

The discussions w*ere con­ 
sidered very momentous as the tr ie n ­ 
nial m eeting and convention of the 
P ro te sta n t Episcopal church in th* 
United States, to gether with all 
if 
its world wide missionary work. Is 
to he held next month in Washington, 
D. (’. 
T he four clergymen that a r • 
to represent the diocese of Dulu th 
were present for final instructions 
and 
to learn of the consensus of 
Opinion* for their guidance. 
In clu d ­ 
ed among these four clergymen is the 
Rev. Robert J. Long, former rector 
of St. 
P a u l ’* Episcopal church 
of 
Brainerd, who is now general m is­ 
sionary in the diocese of Duluth. 
There was also the largest num ber 
of laymen assembled at th e laym en’s 
conferences, 
which 
concluded 
th e 
five days sessions, th a t had ever been 
gathered 
together 
to consider th e 
work or plans of the church in thH 
district, a p a r t from th e annual co n ­ 
ventions.

50 
laymen 
were present at all o r part of the 
sessions. 
It was said by many that 
they had never had the program for 
the church, in any of its many fields 
of activity, presented in as clear or 
convincing a m anner before.

Every clergyman pledged 
himself to follow the plaus as o u t ­ 
lined and the laymen unitedly pledg­ 
ed their cooperation aud enthusiasti*- 
support. 
This is also the first tlniu 
la the history of the church, that 4 


pledge for concerted action bas been 
given in this district o r diocese. This 
was considered by all a great accom­ 
p l e m e n t and was commented upon 
by Bishop Bennett as of great mo­ 
ment. 
The plans call for a friendly visita­ 
tion by especially selected co m m it­ 
tees,

visiting clergymen

Clergy and Laymen Sessions of Epis­ 
copal Church Lasted 
Five Days 


HELD AT PARKERVILLE 


Bishop G. G. Bennett of Duluth Pre­ 
sided at All Sessions 
Held 


The 
first 
fall 
conferences 
to 
he 
held for the clergy and laymen of 
the diocese of Duluth of the P rotest­ 
ant Episcopal 
church, 
which 
com­ 
prises the northern part of the state 
of 
Minnesota, 
concluded 
their ses­ 
sions Sunday afternoon. 
This was 
the end of five days of conference 
with Bishop B en nett of Duluth as 
the leader through the entire time. 
T h e conference of the clergy of the 
diocese opened the five days session 
last Wednesday afternoon and closed 
Friday afternoon. 
The laymen of 
the diocese began to arrive Friday 
afternoon, 
immediately 
upon 
the 
clergy leaving, and remained in ses­ 
sion until Sunday afternoon. 


All of the conferences were held 
at Parkerville, in the summer resort 
of 
Mrs. 
F. 
S. 
Parker 
en 
North 
Long Lake, about eight miles north 
of Brainerd on the Merrifield road. 
The program 
of the conferences 
followed a definite program which 
began each day with a service of thy 
Holy Communion at 7 :3 0 o’clbck in 
the morning. 
This was followed by 
breakfast at 8 :3 0 o ’clock. 
The con­ 
ference hours in the morning were 
from 9 :3 0 to 12 o’clock noon, w ith 
luncheon at 1 2 :3 0 o’clock. 
In the 
afternoons a round table discussion 
was held from 2 :3 0 to 4 :3 0 o’clock. 
The 
recraetional 
period 
was from 
1:30 to 6 :3 0 o’clock, during which 
time many games wore indulged in 
as well as fishing and some huntin 
D inner was served at 6 :3 0 o’clock 
with a closing conference from 8 un 
til 9 o’clock, followed by a devotional 
hour and compline. 
All of the services and devotional 
periods were conducted by Bishop G. 
G. Bennett who also presided over 
the round table discussions as well 
as led the conferences. 
The services, 
conferences and round table discus­ 
sions were all held in the summer 
home of Mr. and Mrs. R. T. Camp­ 
bell, where the large living room had 
been transformed into an improvised 
chapel seating 50, with a temporary 
altar. 
The spacious living room in 
the summer home of Mrs. F. S. P a rk ­ 
er was used for a lounge and recrea­ 
tional purposes, while all meals were 
served in the large dining room of 
Mrs. P a rk e r’s cottage also. 
All of 
the cottages were used for lodging 
accomodations 
which 
accomodated 
50. 
This was the first conference ever 
held in this district or the diocese 
of Duluth where there was an attend ­ 
ance o f a hundred per cent of the 
clergy. 
W ith the late arrivals of a

the m inisters, detained 
because of 
funerals and weddings,

Thursday afternoon. 
All of the subject m atter of the 
conferences and round table sessions 
as well as the intercessions at all of 
the services centered around the pro­ 
gram

Episcopal 
church for the ensuing year. 
Tile 
program as considered was for the 
individual parish, the diocese as the i.,rtr„ ,, 
m, mh«r 
unit above the parish, the church in 1

the entire United States and lastly, 
the 
church 
throughout 
the 
whole 
world. 
The discussions were con­ 
sidered very momentous as the trien ­ 
nial m eeting and convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the 
United States, together with all 
>1 
its world wide missionary work, is- 
to be held next month in W ashington, 
D. C. 
The four clergym en that ar • 
to represent the diocese of Dulutn 
were present 
for 
final instructions 
and 
to learn 
of 
the consensus of 
opinions for their guidance. 
Includ­ 
ed among these four clergym en is tile 
Rev. Robert J . Long, former rector 
of St. 
P a u ls 
Episcopal 
church 
of 
Brainerd, who is now general m is­ 
sionary in the diocese of Duluth. 
There was also the largest number 
of laymen assembled at the laym en’s 
conferences, 
which 
concluded 
the 
five days sessions, that had ever been 
gathered 
together 
to 
consider 
t be­ 
work or plans of the church in th*s 
district, apart from the annual con­ 
ventions. 
More 
than 
50 
laymen 
were present at all or part of the 
sessions 
It was said by many that 
they had never had the program for 
the church, in any of its many fields 
of activity, presented in as clear or 
convincing a m anner before. 
It was 
the 
frankly 
expressed 
opinion 
of 
practically every one 
present 
that 
members of the various parishes and 
missions were not interested because 
they 
did 
not 
understand, 
and 
at 
times, not even know of the program 
of the church for the parish and still 
less of the extra parochial responsi­ 
bilities and obligations. 
The findings of tho* conferences of 
both 
clergy 
mid 
laymen 
was 
the 
adeption of plans for united action 
in every mission and parish of the 
diocese. 
Every clergyman pledged 
himself to follow the plans as out­ 
lined aud the laym en unitedly pledg­ 
ed their cooperation aud enthusiastic 
support. 
This is alto the first tiniw 
in the history cd the church, th at a 


pledge for concerted action has been 
given in this district or diocese. This 
was considered by all a great accom- 
plshment and was commented upon 
by Bishop Bennett as of great mo­ 
ment. 


The plans call for a friendly visita­ 
tion by especially selected com m it­ 
tees, 
from 
visiting 
clergymen 
and 
laymen, throughout the diocese, to 
every parish and mission. 
Then in 
turn

mission or parish to all the fam ilies 
therein. 
There are also to be group 
m eetings and 
neighborhood

Each parish is 
to have a general conference, Nov. 
4, a corporate communion Nov. l l , 
a day of prayer Nov. 16, with the 
annual every member canvass to fol­ 
low Nov. IS. 
The Rev. E. C. Biller of St. Cloud,

announced 
th at among the lay speakers to be 
asked to visit the various parishes j 
and missions, would he W. H. Gem- 
mell, J. H. Davison and R. T. Camp­ 
bell of Brainerd, who were asked by 
Bishop Bennett personally to attend 
the laymen's conferences. 
Immediately following the close of 
each of the conferences, the clergy 
conference closing Friday afternoon 
and the laym en’s Sunday afternoon, 
short and impromptu speeches were 
made, expressing the gratitude and 
appreciation of the hospitality.

Bishop B en nett ex­ 
pressed his personal thanks and the 
deep appreciation of the diocese for 
the many courtesies and great kind­

ferences, as the expenses at hotels 
made them prohibitive and no parish 
could undertake such conferences for 
a five day period.
